To what then ſhail this deluge of Impiety, this 
. depravity be attributed? The laws of our 
nd are as ſtrong, and as good, as can be made, 10 
puniſh this vice of prophane curſing and ſwearing, 
or any other enormity, in pegple of all ranks and 
conditions Whatever, none are exemtirompunitſh- 
ment, and the puniſhment ſuited and adopted to 
their ſtation; and yet this wicked cuſtom ſtill pre · 
vails! And altho“ it cannot be alledged ag ainſt all, 
as God forbid it ſhould, that they have been actu-

God may (faith he) 
deter his wrath for a time, and give a people ſpace 
tor repentance, he may ſtay? fl the iniquines of 
a nation be full and ripe , but ſooner or later, his 
vengence will overtake them, Thus much may 
ſoffice ro put us in mind of our duty, in conſideriug 
this diſtemper as a national or publick calamity+ +7 
And as this diſtemper has been conſider d as a 
publick calamity, ſo ought it to be conſider d as a 
perſonal or private affliction, upon all thoſe who 
have had the hard lot to be niore than common 
ſharers in it, by the loſs of their Cettle; man is 
born to trouble, as the ſparks fly upward, aud all | 
the certainty we have of the good things of. this 
life is, that they are altogether uncertain.
